Report from Calcutta — Transactions of Service — Cholera, plague, and 

smallpox. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, May 3, as follows: 

During the week ended April 27, 1906, bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Rabenfels bound for Boston and New York with a total crew 
of 56. The usual precautions were taken, holds fumigated, rat guards 
placed on wharf lines, Asiatics' effects disinfected. 

Week ended April 21, 1906, 86 deaths from cholera, 207 deaths from 
plague, and 174 deaths from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal, during the week ended April 21, 1906, there were 4,255 
cases and 3,806 deaths from plague.
